SOUTH KOREAN LEGISLATORS SAY PRESIDENT EISENHOWER'S 
ADDRESS ENDANGERS SOVEREIGNTY 


The Vice Chairman of the South Korean National Assembly 
Said on 21 April that, in view of the current truce negotia- 
tions, President Eisenhower's reference to "free elections in 
a united Korea" endangered his government's sovereignty. At 
the same time another legislator, ex-Premier Chang Taek-sang, 
charged that such elections, which by implication would be 
UN-supervised, would "menace the authority” of the only 
government in Korea which the UN recognized as sovereign. 


A resolution was then unanimously passed calling upon 
the Assembly to "lead the unification movement now developing 
among 30,000,000 Koreans" and urging President Rhee to send 
a delegation abroad to "publicize the Korean cause." Ambas- 
sador Briggs believes this action as supported, if not 
instigated, by the Rhee government. 


Prior to this action, the South Korean press had reacted 
favorably to the Eisenhower Speech, although less so than 


following the President's § nnouncement.
